HEALTH BLAMED 


Defendant in Girl’s 
Suit for $50,000. 


(Picture on back page), 

William J. Shedd, 63 years old, who 
recently retired from active participa- 
tion in his various large business en- 
terprises, was found dead yesterday 
under circumstances clearly indicating 
suicide. He had been identified espe- 
cially with the coffee importing busi- 
ness. 

His wife, the former Miss Alice M. 
Tillinghast, discovered his body in an 
automobile in the garage in the rear 
of their home, “ Midlothian,” 147th 
street and Crawford avenue. A bullet 
had penetrated the brain, the revolver 
being found beside his right ha#@. He 
had been dead for three hours. 

Body Found in Coupé. 

The body had sagged across the 
front seat of the coupe. Police found 
the wound in the right temple and the 
bullet outside the machine, where it 
had fallen after passing through his 
head and breaking the automobile win. 
dow. Police say the revolver appar- 
ented had dropped from his right hand 
after the shot was fired. 


Despondency over dll health resulting

| curred last February was given by Mr. 


Shedd’s family as the cause of his sui- 
cide.

Defendant in Woman’s Suit. 
Another possible cause advanced for 
the supposed suicide was a suit for $50,- 
000 filed on Nov. 9 against him by Mra. 
Etta Wessell Pritchard, a divorcée and 
a daughter of a former mayor of Blue 


Island, on which the declaration has 


not yet been filed. . Friends say ft was 
for breach of promise. 

Mrs. Pritchard is said to have gone 
to the Shédd home as a nurse and 
while there is said to have been court- 
ed by Shedd. She claimed he promised 
to divorce his wife, from whom he was 
said to be temporarily estranged, and 
to marry her. Recently she learned 
hé was planning to move away from 
Midlothian, and she called upon an at- 
torney. 

It was said that upon her relation of 
the case the attorney advised her that 
there were elements that made it ad- 
visable for her to take it up with the 
state’s attorney. When the state's at- 
torney refused to act the breach of 
promise suit was begun. 

Refuses to Discuss Suit. 

The son, H. O. Shedd, would not 
discuss the suit last night. He ad- 
mitted that they were all packed up 
and ready to move and that the farm 
was to be subdivided, but would not 
say where they were to locate. 

Another son, Clarence A., died in 
1901 as his father did yesterday, by a 
bullet in the head believed to have 
been with suicidal intent. The boy 
wae then 18 years old and a student at 
Shattuck Military academy in Fari- 
bault, Minn. 

He had left his home for the rail- 
road station, having with him, beside a 
smell amount of money, a draft for 
$250 to pay his tuition and expenses. 
He had written a letter that day to a 
girl to whom he was paying attention. 
His body was found in Washington 
park, a bullet wound in the hand and 
one in the head. 

His father’s revolver was nearby, 
two exploded cartridge shells being in 
it. Police after a thorough investiga- 
tion abandoned the theory of death at 
the hands of robbers, though the 
father never believed his son a suicide. 

Long Business Career. 

Mr. Shedd was born in Deep River, 
Ind., 63 years ago and was educated 
at Oberlin college. Coming to Chi- 
cago at the age of 18, he began at the

BARON SONNINO 
DEAD IN ROME

ROME, Nov. 23.—- [By Tribune Wire- 
less.]—Baron Sidney Sonnino died this 
evening at 7 o'clock. 
He was prominent in Italian politics 
for over thirty years. He was once 
premier and several times foreign min- 
ister. He was one of the makers 
of the Versailles treaty, and he was 
considered one of the most brilliantly 
educated statesmen in Europe. He 


he was the only representative who did 
not need interpreters. 

His main characteristic was hid taci- 
turnity. During 1915, while Italy was 
on the verge of entering the war, 
Prince von Buelow, special German 
envoy to Rome, said of Sig. Sonnino: 
„Most of Italy is talking like’ chat. 
terboxes, but I want to hear Sig. Son- 
nino’s opinion most.” 

Sig. Sonnino was entirely well un- 
til yesterday morning, when he had 
a stroke of apoplexy. Dr. Marchin- 
fava, who attended the late popé, lav 
ished every attention on Sig.

Severinghaus, head of the printing 
erm known as the House of Severing- 
haus, is an intimate friend of Mayor 
Thompson and a nephew of School 
Trustee Albert H. Severinghaus. He 
came into the school board inquiry 
when printing matters were taken up. 
His uncle had previously been indicted 
several times. 

An indictment charging several em- 
ployés of the board of education’s prjnt- 
ing plant and owners of printing firms 
with conspiracy to defraud the school 
board through printing contracts was 
voted. Some of the evidence presented 
showed that instead of doing its own 
printing the board let contracts to con- 
cerns which in turn hired the House of 
Severinghaus to do the work. The final 
cost was regarded as excessive. Milton 
Severinghaus was finally included in 
the indictment. 

Two libel suits were filed by him 
and in the board of education building 
he was reported to have said he would 
sue the grand jurors and witnesses who 
testified against him for $100,000 each.

A subcommittee of the council com- 
mittee en local transportation yester- 
day took up discussion of the plan sub- 
mitted by the all Chicago council for 
construction of subways to alleviate 
traffic congestion.

Mr. Kelker also explained that the 
plan ealled for a subway from the 
elevated at West North avenue and 
Halsted street to 18th street and the 
South Side elevated. This subway 
would be a four traek system from 
Lake to Polk streets and two tracks 
the rest of the way.

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EASY DIVORCES 
STIGMA TO CITY, 
HURLEY ASSERTS 


Denial of several decrees of divorce 
and restraining orders to petitionérs 


for freedom from irksome marital 
bonds was the net result yesterday of 
Judge Timothy D. Hurley’s renewed 
drive on “easy divorces,” which he 
asserts “gre a stigma to our city” 


and “are making a mockery of IIIi- 


nois courts.” 

“ It seems to be the established order 
now to get a divorce ‘today, remarry 
tomorrow, and within a month or so, 
when one or the other is dissatisfied, 
come to a court of chancery and have 
he marriage annulled,” declared the 
jurist as he refused to invalidate the 
marriage of Mrs. Marie G. Parrish, 
4556 Magnolia avenue, to Thomas Par- 
rish, They were married the day after | 
she was divorced from a first husband. 

The annulment was later granted 
when attorneys representing Mrs. Par- 
rish produced Supreme court rulings 
holding that it is obligatory upon the 
trial judge to issue a decree where a 
marriage has been performed within 
the statutory limits of the divorce de- 
cree. 

The plea of Mrs. Elsie F. Corby 
for a writ of injunction to restrain 
Francis Corby, wealthy Rogers Park 
realtor, from disposing of his prop 
erty pending the disposition of her suit 
for divorce, aroused the ire of Judge 
Hurley. Mrs. Corby in her bill assert- 
ed that the realtor had been guilty 
of extreme cruelty and sought a sweep- 
ing order, which would prevent Corby 
from transacting any of his business. 

“Just because a man may be irrita- 
ble or cross, his wife hastens to a 
lawyer and files suit for divorce,” de- 
clared Judge Hurley, after denying the 
petition. ‘*‘And during the pendency | 
of her suit the husbnd is to be re- 
strained from moving, breathing, or 
even working, as in this case. I'll not | 
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‘'ssue such — on any grounds.“

-wanced through varying legislative 
stages. 

Antis Fear These Bills. 

Outstanding measures, viewed with 
increasing alarm by anti-centraliza- 
tionists, propose: 

To regulate marriage and divorce. 

To suppress child labor. 

To punish lynching. ‘ 

To loan farmers funds to buy seed. 
To promote eduéation. 

To regulate and control civil flying. 

To tax and register automobiles. 

To license and censor motion pic- 
ture films. 

To prohibit shipment of filled milk. 
To provide for additional farm loans. 

To punish wilfull 
trains in interstate commerce. 

To regulate cold storage of foods. 

To regulate trade ‘associatiéns. 

To suppress publication of race track 
gambling information. 

Hearings have been held on the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment au- 
thorizing congress to pass a marriage 
and divorce law but no further action 
has been taken. The resolution pro- 
posing a constitutional amendment to 
limit or prohibit child labor was intro- 
duced by Senator McCormick [III. ] fol- 
lowing the adverse ruling of the Su- 
preme court on the child labor law. 

Dyer Bill Passes House. 

The Dyer anti-lynching bill has passed 
the house and has been favorably re- 
ported by the senate judiciary commit- 
tee. 

The anti-lynching bill, regarded by 
Senator Borah as a most drastic in- 
vasion of state rights, provides for 
the punishment of all members of a 
mob participating in a lynching, even 
as spectators, and of state or munici- 
pal authorities who fail or refuse to 
protect the victim and imposes a fine

lynching occurs, counties through 
which the mob transports its victim 
being also liable to a fine, the amount

The federal amendment to limit or 
prohibit child labor is regarded as the 
last resort, all other means of dealing 
nationally with this evil having so far 
failed. .

were Representative Greene [Mass. 1. 
chalrman of the house committee on 
merchant marine and fisheries, and 
Representative Edmonds [Pa.], a 
leading member of the committee. 

The attack upon the bill was led by 
Representative John N. Nelson [Wis.], 
za La Follette Republican, and Repre- 


| sentative Bankhead [Ala.], a Demo- 
| cratic member of the merchant marine 


committee. 
Test to Come Monday. 

The discussion, which continued for! 
five hours, was the opening of the 
three days of general debate provided 
under the special rule adopted yester- ' 
day. There will be no opportunity for 
a test of strength until Monday, when 
amendments may be offered. The 
fianal vote is scheduled for next 
Wednesday. 

Representative Greene presented an 
elaborate argument in favor of ship 
subsidy legislation. Representative Ed- 
monds explained the details of the bill | 
section by section. Representative | 
Bankhead declared that the bill con- | 
fers extraordinary powers which are 
wholly unwarranted. He quoted A. D. | 
Lasker, chairman of the shipping 
board, as admitting that the total 
cost of the ship subsidy — reach 
$52,000,000 annually. ; 

Replying to this statement s- | 
sentative Mondell [Wyo.], Republican | 
leader, said that if this were true it 
would be no greater a burden on the 
treasury than the present annual loss 
of approximately $50,000,000 in the 
operation of ‘ships. 

Calis Bill Treasury Raid. 


“This bill is a raid on the treasury,” 
Representative Bankhead declared. 
“Under its provisions the Standard Oi! 
company, operating its own tankers 
to move its own oil for its own benefit, 
is to be handed four or five millions 
annually for that privilege.” 

The steel corporation and the United 
Fruit company, which operate their 
own ships, are similarly benefited, he 
asserted. 

Representative Nelson declared that 
the masses of the people are opposed 
to the bill, and that it is in the in- 
terest of a favored few. 


Brands Owners Profiteers. 


“What have the shipowners donc 
to merit a subsidy?” asked Mr. Nelson. 
“During the war they were the big 
profiteers. One of them made over 600 
per cent profit.” 

The executive council of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor today regis- 
tered its: continued opposition to the 
subsidy bill. 

Labor is opposed to the bill,” said 
a formal statement, “for the dual rea- 
son that the bill proposes to under- 
mine the safeguards created by the 
La Follette seamen’s act and because 
labor is opposed in principle to the ship

We will 
have no real sportsmen in the United States until we university men become 
class congcious and arrive at a realization of the meaning of true aristocracy, 
such as the English possess—the sportsmanship of gentlemen! Harvard has 
held the candle of guidance to other ‘universities and shown us that our duty 
is to our class and not to the muckerish public.” | 

This man’s name was Smith—no relation, thank goodness!—who came from 
a small town in Iowa and attended St. Louis university. He took a year of 
postgraduate work at the University of Chicago, but we do not know whether 
he took his stand from what he learned here or in St. Louis. Anyway, a man 
who expresses himself in this manner is not “ regular.”

Driving back to the Maroon editorial, we find another point made by the 
university: the two possible reasons for building a stadium would be to allow 
the public a better opportunity to see the games and to make more money for 
the department of physical culture and athletics. The latter may be cast out: 
the university has plenty of money. The former brings us back to the basic 
desires of the public. The whole question hinges upon this phase of the situa- 
tion. The university, all of it, feels that it is not an integral part of the city. 
Its attitude is justified and not at all nasty. It receives no money from Chicago 
or Illinois taxpayers except in the form of tuitions.” 

Here is another blow at the poor public. The public does not count and 
yet it is the same poor public that goes to“ football to the limit, so that 
that branch of university athletics supports, or nearly supports, other 
branches of university sport. Because the university does not pay taxes it 
is not an integral part ot the city. For twenty-five years or more we have 
believed that the University of Chicago was a part of the city. Now we are 
enlightened by this plain statement.

Regardiess of what may be stated to the contrary—sports make a uni- 
versity. Any institution of learning which does not cater to athletics is a 
“dead one.” This may seem to be a broad assertion, but it is true neverthe- 
less. Let any institution of learning, whbther it be one of the “Big Three 
in the east or one of the “Big Ten” in the west, drop athletics from its 
curriculum and that institution is going on the rocks, unless it has one or 
more wealthy men to lean upon. 6
